United States Consul in Germany 
Acts as Godfather at Christening 
on Fourth of July.

BERLIN, July 6.—The first fullblooded 

American Indian ever born in Germany 
has just seen the light of day near Dort- 
mund,.Westphalia. The father isa Sioux 
Indian from Pine Ridge agency named

The father how is in America, but the 
mother is a member of an Indian troupe 
touring Germany with a circus. The 
birth took place in a typical American 
prairie wagon while the troupe was en 
route from Dortmund to Recklinghausen. 

The mother was anxious that her little 
papoose, which is a girl, should be duly 
registered in the German records as an 
American citizen and a Christian. To 
that end, she sought the intervention of 
the nearest American consul, George Eu- 
gene Eager of Chicago, who represents 
the United States at Barmen. 

The baby wae born on June 29, but as 
the Fourth of July was approaching the 
baptism was deferred until then.

Gets ‘““Medicine’”’ Bottle. 

Dorothy bade the baby not to cry and 
went in search of the mosquito medicine. 
She climbed up to the medicine chest and 
found a bottle. It was labeled “ carbolic 
acid.” 

She returned to Ethel and poured some 
of the ’' medicine ’’ on Ethel’slegs. When 
Ethel continued to cry she poured on 
more of the acid.

There 
is an element of Democratic senators op- 
posed to President Wilson in the matter 
of the selection of Mr. Jones. This ele- 
ment indicates that the quizzing of Mr. 
Jones left the following two obstacles to 
his confirmation. 


Mr. Jones asserted that he ap- 
proved all acts of the Harvester trust 
since he became a director of the con- 
cern in 1900. Some of these acts are 
condemned as violations of the anti- 
trust laws in the government suit 
seeking the dissolution of the Inter- 
national Harvester company. 

Mr. Jones said he participated in the 
formation of the New Jersey Zinc 
company, the so-called zinc trust, of 
which he is a director and from the 
60 per cent dividends of which he and 
his brother derived a profit last year 
of $450,000. 


Defends Harvester Company, 

When Mr. Jones appeared before! the 
committee at the morning session he was 
asked to give an account of his connection 
with the Harvester company. He said he 
became a director of the corporation in 
April, 1908, and that he purchased one 
share of stock in order to qualify as such 
official. 

“What was your object in becoming a 
member of the board?’ asked Senator 
Nelson of Minnesota, 

“TI became a director solely to oblige 
Cyrus McCormick, a personal friend of 
long standing, who invited me to take the 
office,” replied Mr. Jones. 

“ Was it your purpose to reform the ille- 
gal practices of the company? ” pursued 
the senators, who in this question re- 
ferred to President Wilson's letter to Sen- 
ator Owen stating that Mr. Jones became 
a director of the company “ for the pur- 
pose of assisting to withdraw it from the 
control which had led it into the acts and 
practices which have brought it under the 
criticiam of the law officers of the govern- 
ernment and has been very effective in 
that capacity.” 

“ That was not my purpose,” responded 
Mr. Jones. “I have approved fully of all 
the acts of the company since I became 
connected with it in 1909. I regard all of 
the company’s acts as entirely proper, 
legal, and within the law, and I am in 
full accord with the policy of the company 
at the present time. There has been ab- 
solutely no difference of opinion among

PHILIPPINES TO 


Wilson’s Plan Is to Put 
Islands on Probation 
with Congress of 
Their Own, 


FREEDOM LATER ON. 


Bill Embodying President’s 
Ideas Will Be Intro- 
duced in House 
Shortly. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT .} 

Washington, D. C., July 6.—(Special. ]— 
President Wilson has decided not to at- 
tempt to free the Philippines or set any 
fixed date for their independence during 
his administration. He announced this 
conclusion to Represenative Jones of 
Virginia, chairman of the house insular 
affairs committee today. 

To carry out the Democratic platform 
pledge with regard to the freedom of the 
Philippines, however, Mr. Jones shortly 
will introduce into the house a measure 
inspired by the president, with a preamble 
from Mr. Wilson's own hand, providing 
for a change in the present form of gov- 
ernment in the islands. 


To Be Put on Probation. 

The preamble will set forth that as soon 
as the Filipinog satisfy the United States 
they are capable of setting up and main- 
taining a permanent independent govern- 
ment this country will codperate with 
them in their effort todo so. No period of 
years is set off in which the demonstra- 
tion ig to be made. 

The changes in the form of govern- 
ment which the Democrats will attempt 
to make are these: 

The existing council and assembly will 
be abolished and in their place will be 
established a Filipino congress, with two 
houses, similar to the American con- 
gress. The members of these houses will 
be chosen from the citizens of the islands 
and by the citizens where they are ca- 
pabile of exercising the rights of suffrage. 


Republicans Dubious. 

Where they are not, and this condition 
now prevails arnong all of the non-Chris- 
tian tribes, the members will be selected 
from the tribes by the chief executive of 
the islands, who ig to be a citizen of the 
United States known as the governor 
general, appointed by the president, with 
the consent of the senate. 

The Republicans. believe the United 
States should install a system of locai 
self-government in the various islands 
as fast as those islands are prepared for 
it. They question the advisability of es- 
tablishing a congress for the entire group, 
the members of which shall be chosen 
from numerous races by various meth- 
one |

Field Marshal Warns 
Britain Not to Coerce 
Ulster. 


LORDS ADVANCE BILL 


Readiness for Future 
Clash. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 
LONDON, July 6—The house of lords 
passed the amending bill to the Irish 


night. The vote was 273 to 10. 

That the house of lords would pass the 
bill in order to amend it in committee 
was a foregone conclusion, but there 
was surprise that only ten “ diecharda ™ 
could be found to yote for Lord Wil- 
loughby de Broke’s motion for its re- 
jection. : 

Field Marshal Lord Roberts warned the 
members that he held * the deepest anx- 
jety in regard to the effect the crisis in 
Ireland is bound to have on the army 
unless a peaceful solution of the present 
trouble is found.” | 

He urged the necessity of excluding 
part of Ireland from the workings of the 
home rule measure. Otherwise, he de- 
clared, the enforcement of the law was 
certain to meet armed resistance. 


“Principles Above Politics.” — 

“Tt is that contingency of a revolt 
against the threatened imposition of a 
home rule government upon Ulster, fol- 
lowed by an attempt to use the army to 
enforce it, that fills me with dismay," } 
said. “I am more certain than ever that 
such a sequence of events would mean 
the utter destruction of the army. | 

“The army has for the first time in 
the memory of any one living fndicated 
an unwillingness to obey an order under 
certain stated circumstances.”’ 

Lord Roberts scoffed at the idea that 
the army was in a political conspiracy 
with the Unioniets, and said: “ We are 
faced with a clash on principles which 
raises the subject far beyond the realm 
of ordinary politics. If you penetrate 
deep enough the depths of human nature 
you will find a stratum which is im- 
pervious to discipline. This is con- 
science, a sense of right or wrong which 
neither reason nor law can affect. The 
army refuses to shoot men whose only 
crime is their unconquerable determina- 
tion to resist their forcible exclusion 
from a community which they respect 
and trust."’ 


Lord Milner Asks Referendum. 

Lord Milner advocated a referendum 
on home rule or a general election to as- 
certain the wishes of the people. 

“The coercion of Ulster is a horrible 
idea,”’ he said, ‘“ The British empire will 
not for long survive such a shock.” 

The Marquis of Crewe, the lord private 
seal and government leader in the house 
of lords, said the abinet would give care- 
ful consideration to the amendments sug- 
gested by the Unionists, but if dropping 
the amending bill and breaking down the 
government's policy was to be a prelim- 
inary, he said it would be impossible fer 
the government to accept It. 

For himself he did not hesitate to say 
that if John Redmond, the Irish National- 
ist leader; Sir Edward Carson, the Ulster 
Unionist leader; William O’Brien, and 
two or three other Irishmen could get 
together it would be a better augury for 
some permanent arrangement than aay 
other kind of a conference. | 


Arms Being Rushed In. | 

The probability of an amicable settle- 
ment of the home rule question has not 
interfered with the speedy organization 
and the equipping of the rival volunteer 
forces in Ireland. Dublin tailors have 
been overwhelmed with orders for uni- 
forms for the Nationalist volunteers. 

It is reported that 200,000 rounds of 
ammunition were landed today on the 
County Down coast under the noses of 
the destroyers patrolling the coast. This 
ammunition was for the Ulster volun- 
teers and was concealed in coal bags on 
board a collier. 

A dispatch from Enniskillen says a sér+ 
geant of the Bedfordshire regiment at 
Omagh hag been arrested on a charge of 
instructing the national volunteers in 
revolver firing.

MAY BAR PUBLIC RITES.

In 1887 he accepted the 
chair of natural science at Coe college, 
Cedar Rapids, Ia., and in 1892 became as- 
sistant professor of zodlogy and geology 
at the University of Arkansas. In 1896 
he was appointed a member of the United 
States fish commission, and a few months 
later became associated with the Field 
museum in Chicago. 

Among many of the important books 
written by Prof. Meek are “ The Fishes 
of Mexico North of the Isthmus of Te- 
huantepec,”’ and one called “ Fish and 
Reptiles.”

Vast Profits in Combine. 

The New Jersey Zinc company, Mr. 
Jones said, produces 20 per cent of the 
spelter, 3 per cent of the sulphuric acid, 
and 85 per cent of the oxide of ziric in the 
United States. He admitted that the re- 
sult of the consolidation of the proper- 
ties had been profitable. The net earnings 
of the New Jersey corporation last year. 
he said, were $5,000,000 upon a capitaliza- 
tion of $10,000,000 and the year before = 
profits were $4,000,000. 

Mr. Jones explained that these results 
had been achieved because the “‘ products 
of the mines work well together, some of 
the products being unsalable until com- 
pounded with others.”’ The grfat im- 
provement in mining methods effected by

President of National Educa- 
tion Association So Asserts. 


REMEDY IN TAX SYSTEM? 


Miss Margaret Haley, Chicago, Says 
That Would Solve Pay Problem. 


{BY A STAFF CORRDSPONDENT.] 

St. Paul, Minn., July 6—[Special.J— 
The main sessions of the National Edu- 
cation association opened today with 
speeches of welcome by St. Paul officials 
and the address of the president of the 
association, Joseph Swain of Swarth- 
more. President Swain made an appeal 
to teachers to dedicate their lives to help- 
ng young péople. 

“It will always be true," he said, “ that 
the man 6r woman who makes teaching a 
life work must abandon all idea of accu- 
mulating wealth in dollars and cents. 
The teacher must find his or her wealth 
in the ability to serve. 


Must Get Living Wage. 

“ But,” he said, “‘ the teacher must be 
paid a living wage. Salaries have not 
kept pace with increased prices, with the 
demands for training in knowledge and 
culture, with the social requirements of 
the community, in the demands for at- 
tendance at summer schools, and in 
travel and recreation. 

“The school demands of the teacher 
larger powers and larger experience than 
our present starvation system can possi- 
sibly secure.”’ 

Discussing the necessity of increased 
salary for the woman teacher, Miss Mar- 
garet Haley, business agent of the Chi- 
cago Teachers’ federation, declared that 
if every corporation in a city were forced 
to pay its taxes, the question would be 
solved.

Torreon, Coahuila, Mexico, July 6.—At 
the conclusion of today’s session of the 
Carranza-Villa conference it was an- 
nounced that all matters taken up had 
been arranged satisfactorily and. that 
the meeting would be entirely favorable 
to the Constitutionalist cause. 

It was made known that but a few 
points remained to be settled and that 
none of these would influence the result 
of the conference. 

It was apparent at the first meeting 
that the differences had been more ap- 
parent than real, After a few petty griey- 
ances arising more from wounded pride 
than anything else, Gen. Villa’s repre- 
sentatives presented his solemn acknow!l- 
edgment that Gen. Venustiano Carranza 
is the supreme head of the revolution. In 
turn, the representatives of Carranza 
promptly acknowledged the great serv- 
ices to the revolution of the division of 
the north, whose only commander is Gen. 
Francisco Villa. 


Villa Second in Command. 

The representatives of Gen. Villa as- 
sured the conference that he was willing 
to take orders from Carranza, whereupon 
it was declared that no one else in the 
Constitutionalist cause had a right to give 
him orders, to interfere with his cam- 
paigns, or to withhold any assistance 
desired. 

The last acknowledgment is taken to 
mean that Gen. Villa ranks next to Car- 
ranza, and under that interpretation will

Instead of, as hitherto, choosing from 
the forty-eight states in two consecutive 
yearseand skipping the third year, the 
scholars will be chosen yearly in future 
from two-thirds of the states. 

The sixteen states to be omitted at the 
1916 examinations are Arizona, Dela- 
ware, Florida, Idaho, Louisiana, Mon- 
tana, Nevada, New Mexico, North Caro- 
lina, North Dakota, Oklahoma, South 
Carolina, South Dakota, Utah, West Vir- 
ginia, and Wyoming. From thoee states 
scholars will be selected in 1917, when

All Three Chicago Teams, 
However, Handicapped 
by Weaknesses. 


BEST CHANCE FOR CUBS. 


O’Days Have Only Giants to 
Cope With; Five Clubs . 
Fighting Sox. 


The recent remarkable show- 
ing ef Chicago’s three baseball 
teams has stirred pennant 
hopes among the followers of 
White Sox, Cubs, and Chifeds. 
Pennants are possible, but each 
team has a distinct weakness 
to overcome befo success can 
be attained. The appended 
article deals with the obstacies 
which must be overcome if Chi- 
eago is to enjoy the unique 
distinction of having three 
championship ball clubs. 


BY JAMES CRUSINBERRY. 

Chicago's baseball fans are reveling in 
the delights of the national game to such 
extent that much pennant talk has been 
heard in the last few days. The enthu- 
siasm even was so great that many saw 
the possibility of three pennants for this 
city this year. The reason for such ex- 
pansive ideas was the fact the White Sox 
had won fourteen out of their last sixteen 
games, the Cubs had won fourteen out of 
seventeen, and the Chifeds had won eight 
of their laat ten. 

Should all the major league teams con- 
tinue at the same relative paces of the 
last three weeks from now until the close 
of the season, Chicago would have the 
distinctive honor of taking three pen- 
nants and the Sox and Cubs would battle 
right here for the championship of the 
world, and the Chifeds could challenge 
the winner, with the hope of being recog- 
nized, 


Weaknesses to Be Overcome. 

While it is unréasonable to expect such 
gallantry from all three teams, one must 
admit ite possibility. There is a weak- 
ness, however, on each of the Chicago 
teams and if one studies the games of the 
recent winning streaks, he will learn that 
those weaknesses have been less percep- 
tible than usual. He will find there has 
been an increase in hitting strength by 
the Sox; he will find the Cub infteld has 
displayed a steadier defense, and he will 
find the Chifeds’ pitching staff has stood 
up beyond expectations. 

The season lacks a few days of being 
half completed and the Chifeds are lead- 
ing the Federa! league by two games. the 
White Sox are four and a half games from 
first place, and the Cubs are four games 
from the top. If the weak spots on each 
team hold up under the strain of the re- 
maining half of the season, the hopes of 
the Chicago fans can be realized. 


Cubs’ Chances Look Best. 

At present it looks as if the Cubs havea 
better chance to finish in front than either 
of the other two for the simple reason that 
the Cubs have only one team to beat— 
New York. Tinker’s team, although in 
front at present. is hard pressed by three 
other clubs, while the White Sox have the 
most difficult task of all, for there are 
five teams, besides themselves, fighting 
near the top. 

The weak spot on the Cubs so far has 
been at shortstop. In attempting to cover 
that weakness, Manager O’ Day has done con- 
siderable shifting of his infielders and for a 
time two or three men were playing out of their 
customary positions, the result being a weak- 
ness in two or three places instead of one. 
Finally he put the regulars where they belonged 
and sent ‘‘ Red *’ Corriden to short to stay. 
Being in the game regularly seems to have 
steadied Corriden. If he continues at his pace 
of the last two or three weeks the Cub team 
will be well balanced. In every position, with 
the possible exceptions of short and second, 
it is stronger than the Giants. One must con- 
sider, however, that John McGraw is leader of 
the New Yorkers. McGraw himeelf can scare 
some of the weaker teams of the National 
league into defeat, but any games the Cubs 
get must be won on athletic merit. 


Sox Weak in Batting. 


No one will doubt that the weakness of the 
White Sox i» their batting. The team has an 
overabundance of pitching strength, even more 
than can be utilized in the race. But the star 
pitchers have lost and will lose many games 
because their mates can't produce one or two 
runs. A White Sox pitcher, for instance, must 
be at least 20 per cent stronger than a Phila- 
delp¥ia pitcher to get the good end of a 1 to 0 
or 2 to 1 game, and there are many such games 
in the course of @ season. \. 

There was much rejoicing because Ed Walsh 
displayed old time pitching form Sunday, but 
there would be much better cause to rejoice if 
Shauno Collins suddenly begin hitting at e 
400 clip, or if any three players on the team 
should hit at a .300 pace. Probably the latter

A vote on 
Senator Borah’'s resolution was postponed 
until tomorrow.

000 to have a complete new tract record 
transcribed. Twenty more clerks and a 
foreman are needed, according to Mr. 
Connery. 

Mr. Connery has been working the force 
under him one hour longer each day than 
the other offices in the county building in 
an effort to keep the records up to date. 


Ten Clerks Added as Test. 

Last December he asked the judges for 
additional help to transcribe the old tract 
books, which had been allowed to become 
“ choked *’ during the former administra- 
tion, and a force of tén additional clerks 
was granted as a test. 

A special office was provided for these 
clerks and they have devoted their entire 
time to transcribing the old tract books 
and “ relaying ”’ out the new subdivisions 
under a new system whereby a record can 
be looked up in a few minutés where be- 
fore it took hours. The new system pro- 
vides for records which will stand for 
fifty years. . 

Despite the efforts of the force, only a 
small percentage of this work has been 
done and “ blanket’ books have beer 
found necessary to keep up the records, 
which must be entered every day accord- 
ing to statute. 


New Volumes Have Plots. 

In the last seven months all or parts 
of eighteen volumes have been tran- 
scribed into thirty-thrée new volumes. 
Under the system installed by Mr. Con- 
nery each volume contains plats of the 
subdivisions in question, with the lot and 
house numbers. There are no plats under 
the old system. There are 206 of these 
volumes on the emergency or rush lists

BURNS RE-ENACTS 
BAILEY TRAGEDY; 

INQUEST HALTED 
Detective Called in When 


County Officials Divide 
Upon Their Plans, 


PREDICT ARREST SOON 


Freeport, L. L, July 6.—[Special.}—The 
murder of Mrs. Louise Bailey in the office 
of Dr. Edwin Carman on the Merrick 
oad in Freeport, L. I., was re@nacted in 
a mimic way tonight, with William J. 
Burns, the detective, acting the part of 
the slayer on the lawn outside, shooting 
through the window, and two of his men 
playing the roles of the physician and his 
patient. 

Dr. Carman himself was the stage die 
rector of the reproduction of t edy. 
Mrs. Florence Carman, his wife, who has 
been the central figure in the mystery 
since it became known that she was jeai- 
ous of her husband, and spied upon him 
with a dictagraph, was not assigned s 
part, but wae the most interested spec- 
tator, 

Burns appeared in the case just after 
nightfall. He was called in as a result 
of the split between the three Nassau 
county officials who had been working 
together trying to solve the problem of 
who killed Mrs. Bailey and why. 

Will Hold Two Inquiries. 

District Attorney Lewis J. Smith and 
Sheriff Stephen Pettit today cut entirely 
away from Coroner Coroden Norton, who 
had been their associate in looking for 
evidence and who had conducted two ses- 
sions of an inquest into Mrs. Bailey's 
death. They announced that they would 
work independentiy. They said they had 
good reason for their attitude. 

Their first move was to engage Burns. 
Before he arrived, and then afterward, 
they declared that they looked for a 
speedy clearing up of the case and the 
arrest of a woman. 

It was declared that Burns would have 
twenty men here tomorrow to clear up 
various angles of the deed. 

Leading Witnesses Ignored.
